STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Stratford, County of Coos, 
in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in 
said village of North Stratford, on Tuesday, the 11th day of 
March, 1958, at 10 o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the 
following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To elect a clerk for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 2. To elect two auditors for the ensuing 
year, or to see if the town will vote to petition the State Tax 
Commission to have an audit made by the Division of Muni- 
cipal Accounting, and to make an appropriation to cover the 
cost of same. 


ARTICLE 3. To elect a treasurer for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 4. To elect one selectman for three years, 
and one selectman for one year. 


ARTICLE 5. To elect all other town officers. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will vote to continue 
the services of the Public Health Nurse, and raise money for 
same. 


ARTICLE 7. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for building and repairing highways and bridg- 
es; and for town maintenance. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the town will vote to raise 
$105.51 for Town Road Aid, thereby obtaining from the 
state the sum of $703.41 to be expended on Class IV and V 
highways. 

ARTICLE 9. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the following: Libraries; Memorial Day; 
Memorial Trust Fund; Skating Rinks; Sewers; Street Light- 
ing & Blinker Lights; Water Dept.; Cemeteries; Retirement 
of Long Term Notes; Interest; Insurance; Fire Dept.; Per- 
sonal Bonds and any other money for the town. 

ARTICLE 10. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $131.54 to the White Mountains 
Region Association, being 10c per $1000 of the assessed 
valuation (1/100th of 1%), for the purpose of issuing and 
distributing printed matter and advertising and otherwise 
publicizing the advantages of the town, in cooperation with 
the other 45 towns in the region. 


ARTICLE 11. To see what action the town will take 
in regard to burial lots in the town-owned cemeteries for use 
by residents and non-residents. 

ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will vote to raise 
$200 for repairing the Laura Johnson Library Building in 
Stratford Hollow. 

ARTICLE 18. To see if the town will authorize the 
selectmen and town treasurer to borrow a sum or sums not 
exceeding in the aggregate $15,000 in anticipation of the col- 
lection of taxes for the current municipal year, and to issue 
in the name, and on credit of the town, negotiable notes 
‘therefore said notes to be repaid during the current munici- 
pal year. 

ARTICLE 14. To see what action the town will take in 
regard to real estate taken over by the town for the non- 
payment of taxes. 

ARTICLE 15. To hear reports of agents, officers and 
committees heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relative 
thereto. 

ARTICLE 16. To transact any other business that may 
be legally brought before said meeting.

4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 
5. To see if the district will vote to request the State 
Tax Commission to have an audit by the Municipal Account- 
ing Division of the State Tax Commission and raise and ap- 
propriate money for the same. (If this Article is voted af- 
firmatively, the district is not required to choose an auditor, 
or auditors, for the ensuing year.) 
6. To choose an Auditor for the ensuing year 
7. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Commit- 
tees, or other Officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 
8. To see if the District will vote 
(A) To authorize the following building construction 
and equipping: (1) the construction of an ad- 
dition to the existing school building in North 
Stratford village, said addition to consist of 
three classrooms of adequate sizes to be used for 
the Industrial Arts, Domestic Science and Sci- 
ence courses (2) to make such alternations in 
the existing building as become necessary by 
reason of said addition and (3) to provide the 
necessary equipment and furnishings and such 
other facilities and improvements as the School 
Board may determine; and 

(B) To appropriate a sum not exceeding Ninety- 
three Thousand Six Hundred Twenty-three Dol- 
lars ($93,623) for the foregoing purposes; and 

(C) To borrow in the name of the District by the 

issue of serial notes or bonds in accordance with 
the provisions of Chapter 33 of the New Hamp- 


shire Revised Statutes Annotated (1955) being 
known as the Municipal Finance Act and any 
amendment thereof, or ‘any other applicable 
statute or session law, a sum not exceeding 
Ninety-three Thousand Six Hundred Twenty- 
three Doilars ($93,623) to finance the cost of

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
1957 - 1958 


To the School Board and Citizens of Stratford: 


Once again it is time for the annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools for Stratford. The writing of the report 
this year comes just at a time when there are a number of 
unanswered questions as to the future of the high school pro- 
gram. 


On December 18 representatives of the State Board of 
Education visited the high school. 


“The purpose of the visit was twofold: first, to clarify 
what action, if any, is necessary to qualify Stratford High 
School as an Approved High School under the Minimum 
Standards which will go into effect in September, 1958; sec- 
ond, to identify aspects of the school plant and program 
which are in need of attention if Stratford is to offer a truly 
comprehensive high school program. 


“It is reccgnized that any expansion of the program to 
include additional offerings and necessary subjects will mean 
additional teachers, additional facilities, and additional 
equipment. In view of the restrictions on space, and limit- 
ations for expansion, it appears that additions to the present 
building might not be the best method of meeting the needs 
for an expanded program. At least two other alteratives 
should be carefully examined before a final decision is made 
by the Stratford School Board and community: (1) the pos- 
sibilities of a cooperative high high, or (2) arrangements 
with a reighboring community to receive students on a 
tuition basis.” 


Details of the changes entailed have been reviewed by 
the School Board and presented to the public through news 
releases and public meetings. The School Board has drawn 
up plans for a three room addition to the high school cost- 
ing $93,623. If the action of the district is to accept these 
plans and provide for the construction thereof it will be 
merely a matter of providing necessary funds with which 
to operate the program. Since the Minimum Standard will 
make necessary three additional teachers as well as the spe- 
cial supplies and equipment, the Board has designated a be- 
ginning amount of $13,000 additional in the budget. This will 
be partially offset by approximately $2,000 additional tuition. 
It should be noted that although the State bears 30% of the 
$93,623 the district must pay all interest costs. Also, hav- 
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ing the approved program does not increase the annual State 
school aid. 

It is planned to give all available information to the 
voters of the district in several public meetings and the 
School Board and this office will advise to the best of their 
ability but it must be borne in mind that the final decision 
rests with those who cast their ballots on the evening of 
March 10 when the annual meeting is held. 

Statistical and financial data in this report is much the 
same as usual. It will be noted that State Aid dropped from 
$41,000 to $35,000. This was brought about by the change 
in the equalized valuation upon which the amount is partially 
based. There is no assurance that the amount will remain 
constant at the $35,000 figure. 

The grade placement chart which accompanied this re- 
port shows there has been a slight over all decrease in the 
number of students attending our schools. Indications are 
that this condition is more or less temporary and that there 
may be a slight increase in the near future. 

The limited music offering of the schools is very well re- 
ceived and under the direction of Mr. Louis Micucci the 
young people have done very well. More time will be given 
to this important activity in the enriched program. 

The hot lunch program under the direction of Mrs. Har- 
riet Savage ,assisted by Mrs. Forrest Emerson and Miss 
Nancy Monohan, has provided excellent meals and has been 
a real service to the children of the community. Under Mrs. 
Grace Brown at the Hollow there has been an equally well 
conducted program. On the average over 200 children are 
served daily. 

This report would not be complete without strong words 
of commendation for the members of the School Board. They 
have worked hard and made themselves available for regular 
and special meetings. They have attended professional meet- 
ings both at home and away and shown unfailing interest in 
school affairs. The district has benefited by this fine edu- 
cational leadership. It has been a pleasure to work with 
these members. 

Thank you for this opportunity to report.
